TIME OF MAILING: Parcels 
destined for delivery in Japan, 


Korea, and the Islands in the Pa-. 


cific should be mailed as early as 
possible, preferably not later than 
November 1, in view of the dis- 
; tances involved. 

Parcels for Navy and Marine 
, Corps personnel serving in the 
-Inost _remote areas should be 
mailed not later than October 15. 

‘ PREPARATION: It is absolutely 
necessary that all articles for 
overseas be packed in boxes of 
metal, wood, solid fiberboard, or 
strong double-faced corrugated 
fiberboard, testing at least 200 
pounds. 

Each box should be securely 
tied with strong cord, preferably 
by four separate pieces, two 
lengthwise and- two crosswise, 
knotted at crossings. Sealing the 
flaps with gummed tape where 
they meet strengthens the box, 
‘but the use of such tape alone is 
| not satisfactory, since the tape 
‘loosens if the boxes become wet or 
exposed to moist atmosphere. 

Boxes should contain sufficient 
cushioning material so that the 
contents will be tightly packed to 
prevent any rattling or loosening 
of the articles within the parcels. 
Unless completely packed and 
tightly filled, boxes are likely to 
be crushed. 

It is also desirable that all fiber- 
board boxes be securely wrapped 
in heavy paper, which materially 
strengthens the boxes. They should 
be tied a8 above suggested before 
and after applying the heavy paper 
‘wrapper. 

Particular attention should be 
paid to parcels mailed by depart- 
ment storés and others wrapped in 
so-called gift style. Such parcels 
should be enclosed in substantial 
containers. ; 

Existing instructions require 
that customs declarations on Form 
2966 or 2976-A, as the case may 
be, be completed by senders for 
parcels addressed to A. P. O.’s 10, 
11, 21, 30, 55, 58, 124 125 147, 
179, and 349, Care of Postmaster, 
New York, New York, Navy No. 
214, F.P.O., New York, New York, 
and to A. P. O.’s 825 through 837, 
inclusive, care of Postmaster, New 
Orleans, La. 

PROHIBITED ARTICLES: In 
addition to the usual article nor- 
mally prohibited in the mails, 
matches of all kinds as well as 
lighter fluid are unmailable. Cig- 
arettes and other tobacco products 
are prohibited for transmission to 
many A. P. O.’s.. Therefore pa- 
trons are advised to inquire at the 
Post Office before including cig- 
arettes and tobacco products in 
parcels addressed to A. P. O. or 
F. P. O. destinations. 

ADDRESSING: Addresses must 
be legible and prepared in type- 
writing or ink. It is preferable 
that the outside addresses be 
handprinted directly on the wrap- 
pers of the boxes rather than on 
labels pasted to the wrappers., It 
is highly desirable that a slip 
of paper containing the names and 
addresses of the sender and the
